"It is I'are that you cuii sell 
onoinatown or city nOH'adays, b\it 
nine fiirnioi'a out of ton want them." 
'•Do thuyboliovo in tlioiiiP" 
■ "Thoy do — after I huvo got through 
;ii,talking.>i It Is - the , man who is not 
.'posted who bribgs -raproach on ilio 
lightning-rod business. .To boasuc- 
cosdful buainoss ninn you must bo 
loiidetl." 
"HowP" 

'"Woll, T call upon n farmer who hns 

junt built It fluo burn. Ho hiia beoa 
told that rods are is'. (I. Ho locoivos 
me very coldly, and promptly an- 
nounces his belief that I am ahum- 
bug-. I laugh and pretond to feel very 
, jolly, and presently bring out weapon 
number one. " 
"What is that?" 

"The losses sustained on barna by 
lire insurance companies doing busi 
noas in tho State. I show him that in 
Olio year 2, 140 barns wore atruclc by 
lightning and consumed. CW this num- 
ber only four had rods. They wero 
of course, tho rods made by a rival 
company. Our rods would Imvo .saved 
them. Then coine.s woapon nunibci 
two. I show him a list bf 7,000 l)arns 
on which we have rods, and not one of 
them has ever been damaged. " 

"And ho is convint'od?" 

"Oh, no. I luivo II. u'holo battery in 
resorva Igot tho position of his barn 
by compass,. and tlien And at least three 
reasons why it is unusually o.\-posod to 
lightning. I advi^io liiin to cut down 
corliiin trees in ease lio \v(in'l linvi' 
a rod, and oiTor to bat liiin$100 to ^'J ) 
that his barn will be struck inside of a 
year. I explain how thunder storms 
originato, wliat attrapta lightning, 
wliieh corner of his Inirii is the mot! 
liable to bo struclc, and why our rod

'•Whore do you got all your sta- 
tistics?" 

"Make tliem for myself, sii'. I may 
be a little over or a little under, but it 
makes no difference to tho farmer. I 
have tho number of barns burned in 
tho United Stute.s last ymir. I mad 
my own figure.s. Ho can acjojit them 
or not. 1 don't pross him, to buy a 
rod, but r am bound to give statistics. 
He invites me to stay to dinner, and 
after dinner 1 demonstrate the virtues 
of our rod." 

"Row?" 

"By an electric battorv. I hav 
only to show liim tho sparlcs and 
tiashos on tho iioinl to itmko him be- 
lieve. Then I talk about 'circuits.' 
'grounded wii'es,' 'induction,' 'attrac- 
tion' and so on. and he gets In Such a 
hui-i'v !ov a nil! that ue have to Work 
far into tho ovoning. '' 

"Does your conscience ever trouble 

you?" 

"Never. Every body should have ti 
llghtriing-rod — ono of our own make. 

They are ornamental. Tliey give a 
jaunly air to riiofa anil chiiniicys. 
Thero is no doliuato machinery to gel 
out. of order. It is no expense to run 
one after it is up. While you are off 
huckleberrying in tlio rtnytinie or 
asleep at night tho lightning-rod is at- 
tending right to bushioss and not 
charging a cent. No, sir, my con- 
scionce is as clear as a bell, and my 
sales this year will he one-third hirgei 
tliaii la>^t. I'vtigot !-tatistic.i to ?.ho\v 
tliat every barn in tho State equippod 
with our rods escaped hurricanes and 
cyclones as well as thunderbolts Inst 
year." — N. Y. Sun.

rights which a four-handed saint i;- 
obllged to respo(;t. Thoy enter storo- 
houses in broad day-llmc, and must be 
tolerated in deforonco to tho preju- 
dices of the natives; though if their 
movements are not constantly watehuu 
they are sure to utili'ze their buainess 
opportunities with the oelority of a 
New York alderman. In orclianl.- 
thelr depredations aro limited only b^ 
tho capacity of thoir iiaunchea; but lui 
ortliodo.\ lliiuloo ever expels them Ijy 
direct force, and ho eeoins to consiiler 
It a fair compromise if ho can manag<' 
to gather a twenty per cont. share o( 
his own crop. There aro special in- 
firmaries devoted to tho relief of de- 
crepit four-handers; and tho toBtiiuoiiy 
of hundreds of inteltlgont foreigners 
has established the fact that during 
various faiuinos, that iilmo.st doi)0])u- 
latod tho villages of tho alUicted dis- 
tricts, tbo3u monkey hospitals wore 
supplied with an abundance of food; 
and a starving true-bolievor would 
mitigato his distress by rubbing a tom- 
plu as soon us by toiieliing tho bloros 
coUoctod for the support of his sacred 
long-tails.— Drake's Magazine.
